At the program's 
conclusion the bishop commissions them as lay 
ecclesial ministers in the Diocese of Rapid City.

SPARKS FROM MARK: 

This week I will focus on the Chair of the 
Priest Celebrant. The chair has a long tradition 
of being a sign of the teacher and leader. In our 
Cathedral, we have the chair, which is known as 
the "cathedra" literally the chair of the bishop. It 
is the symbol of his role of chief teacher and 
pastor of the local church. The word "cathedra" 
comes from Greek word meaning chair. 

The priest's role is to lead or to preside over 
the assembly of the parish community of faith. 
Therefore, the priest's chair is set apart from the 
assembly to note his role as one who presides 
over the assembly. The priest presides over the 
community of fiith as he stands, prays and 
speaks from the chair. However, the bishop who 
is the principal teacher of the diocese may sit 
and preach from the chair, and the priest stands 
to show his collaboration with the bishop. 

In the Bishop's document, "Built of Living 
Stones" paragraphs 63-65 we hear: "The chair 
of the priest celebrant stands as a symbol of his 
office of presiding over the assembly and of 
directing prayer." An appropriate placement of 
the chair allows the priest celebrant to be visible 
to all in the congregation. The chair reflects the 
dignity of the one who leads the community in 
the person of Christ, but is never intended to be 
remote or grandiose. The priest celebrant's chair 
is distinguished from the seating for other 
ministers by its design and placement. "The seat 
for the deacon should be placed near that of the 
celebrant." In the cathedral, in addition to the 
bishop's chair or cathedra, which is permanent, 
an additional chair is needed for use by the 
rector or priest celebrant. 

"The [most appropriate] place for the chair is 
at the head of the sanctuary and turned toward 
the people unless the design of the building or 
other circumstances [such as distance or the 
placement of the tabernacle] are an obstacle." 
This chair is not used by a lay person who 
presides at a service of the word with 
Communion or a Sunday celebration in the 
absence of a priest. (Cf. Congregation for 
Divine Worship, Directory for Sunday 
Celebrations in the Absence of a Priest [1988], 
no. 40.) 

Other chairs may be placed in the sanctuary 
for the priest concelebrants and other priests 
present for the celebration in choir dress. 

As we look forward to the design of a new 
altar, ambo, and font, we will also consider 
looking at the design of a new chair for the 
priest celebrant as well as for the deacon. The 
chair that is being used right now is only 
temporary. Next week I will move the 
reflection to that of the Baptistry.
